A HOTEL HORROR. 


Burning of the New Rich- 
mond at Buffalo, 
Be 


Twelve or More Guests Said 
to Have Perished in 
the Flames. 


All the Hospitals Filled 
with People Serious- 
ly Burned. 


Frantic Men and Women Inpris- 
oned in the Burning 
Building. 


Heroic Rescues by the Fire- 
men and Many Mirac- 
ulous Escapes. 


The Fire Starts in the Cloak-Room and 
Spreads Rapidly-.to all Parts of the 
Building—Guests and Others Aroused 
From Their Slumbers by the Electric 
Bells—Two Bodies Recovered From the 
Ruins—A 
Among the Injured—Thousands Watch 
the Fire Unable to Help Those Im- 
prisoned in the Burning Hotel—List of 
the Injured—Loss Nearly $500,000, 


Number of Insurance Men 


BUFFALO, N. Y., March 18.—The new Rich- 
mond Hotel and St. James Hall were burned 


early this morning. The lossis fully $500,- 
000. A number of lives were lost and many in- 
jured. 


The building is situated corner of Main and 
Eagle streets, extending through to Wash- 
ington street. The fire was discovered at 
9:80 tliis moraing.in the new Richmond Hotel. 
An alarm was sounded and the Fire depart- 
ment responded promptly. The house con- 
tained a large number of guests and 

THEIR HEARTRENDING SHRIEKS 
could plainly be heard. Ladders were raised 
as soon as possible and as many as could were 
taken out. A large number of them were un- 
abie to effect their escape. At 4 o’clock the 
entire Richmond, St. James Hall and other 
property in the block were doomed to speedy 
destruction. The whole place burned like 
tinder. The corridor in the center of the 
building acted as a great funnel and as the 
flames streamed upwards the guests found 
themscives 

IMPRISONED BY WALLS OF FIRE. . 

The screams of the unfortunates could be 
heard for blocks, and at many of the windows 
they could be seen In their night clothes call- 
ing wildly for help. At one of the third-floor 
windows two guests were seen by the crowd 
to fall back into the flames. One man jumped 
from the fifth floor tothe roof of a two-story 
wooden building adjoining. He was seriously 
injured. 

THE INJURED. 

The number of those injured is not exactly 
known. Hon. M. W. Barse of Olean, N. Y.,was 
terribly burned aboutthe hands and wrists. 
A number of insurance men were in the build- 
ing and several ofthem were badly injured. 
Amongthem are W. J. McKay, of Niagara 
Falls; C. W. Dubois, of Syracuse; W. 8. 
Dewey, of Rochester, who escaped with bad 
burns; Clinton Bidwell, of Pittsburg, badly 
burned. 

IN THE HOSPITALS. 

At the hospitals are Charles Davis of New 
York, hands and feet badly burned; H. B. 
Smith of the North British Insurance Company 
of New York, hands and feet burned; Edward 
Whelan of New York, hands in a terrible con- 
dition. Thev are probably not fatally injured. 
Fitch Hospital contains about eight men and 
one woman. All arein pretty bad condition 


and more or less seriously injured. All are 
from out of town exceptthe woman. Twoin-

jured are atthe Sisters’ Hospital. 
also four injured persons at the General Hos- 
pital. 
FULL DETAILS OF THE,CALAMITY. 

Another calamity has visited Buffalo. The 
splendid new Richmend Hotel, at the corner 
of Main and Eagle streets, was totally de- 
stroyed by firg early this morning, together 
with St. James Halland other adjacent prop- 
erty. The most distressful part of the disas. 
ter is the loss of several human lives. At this 
writing (10 a. m.) it is impossible to say just 
bow many persons are kilied and injured, but 
the number is large. The rapidity of the fire 
cutting off means of escape ied 
some persons to leap for life from the win- 
dows. Others got down the fire escapes or on 
Hayes’ ladders raised by the Fire Depart- 
ment. The sbrieks and cries of the poor peo- 
ple in the upper stories of the burning struct- 
are were heartrending. One man, mad with 
terror, leaped from a third-story window, and 
was picked up from the stone sidewalk on 
Main street a mangied and bieeding corpse. 
Several who succeeded in making their escape 
were 

BADLY INJURED AND BORXED, 
and some of these will probably die. Others, 
more fortunate, escaped with slight injuries. 
Many of the wounded were taken to Carney’s 
saloon and afterwards to hospitals. Among 
these was F. H. Bryant, a New York traveling 
man, burned about the feet and hands; Hon. 
M. W. Barse of Olean, horribly burned about 
the hands and wrists. Robert Stafford, senior 
proprietor of the hotel, with his wife, occu- 
pied rooms on the second floor, and had 
A NARROW ESCAPE. 
Terror overcame everybody, and even those 


o’clock the estimate of the loss of life was 
stated to be twelve, but this is, in a measure, 
mere guess work, There were 125 persons in 
the hotel, seyenty of whom were transient 
guests, eight boarders and the remainder por- 
ters, bell boys, the tamilies of the proprietors, 
and clerks. Twenty-two of these were res- 
cued from the windows by the firemen, twen- 
ty-two are at the hospitals and a large number 
made their escape by other means. The origin 
of the fire is not yet known. 
THE NIGHT CLERK’S STATEMENT. 

William H. Alport, the night clerk, says: 
‘‘The fire startedin the cloak-room under 
the main stairway at 3:0 o'clock. There was 
nobody up but myself, Joe, the night porter, 
and Plummer, the bell boy. I pulled all four 
ofthe fire alarms on the different floors and 
the people came flying down stairsin their 
night clothes. The fire followed the elevator 
and inside ot five minutes it reached the top 
floor. Irushed out ofdoors after doing alll 
could.’’ 

A BELL BOY’S EXPERIENCE. 

Bell Boy Plummer tells his experience as 
follows: ‘‘I was dusting the reading-room 
when I hearda shout and saw the flames 
coming upthe stairway from the basement. 
Mr. Alport and I turned on the bose under the 
main stairway. We straightened the hose out 
and turned the valve, but the water would not 
run. Thenwe gavethe alarm. The watch- 
man and I gota plank and broke inthe Eagle 
street entrance to the hotel. Then we got the 
plank under the fire escape on Eagle street, 
and helped people down. Ithink there were 
about eighty-four guests in the house.’’ 

THE SPREAD OF THE FLAMES 
is said to have been frightful in its rapidity. The 
elevator shaft served as a flue for the flames 
and they rushed up to the top floorin a very 
few moments. As the guests were roused and 
saw the interior exits cut off they turned to 
the windows. They could be seen in their 
night clothes standing out clear and vivid be- 
fore the lurid background of the flames. Their 
screams were horrible to hear and they could 
be heard for blocks. The flames spread to the 
southeast side of the hotel first. 

THE FIREMEN DID NOBLE WORK, 
and confined the fire to.the narrow limits of 
the three buildings named. The work of res- 
cue had many exciting incidents. The tele- 
graph wires were, as usual, in the way of the 
ladder brigade and much valuable time was 
lost in getting the ladders past them. Among 
the guests in the hotel were about twenty in- 
surance agents who had come on to adjust the 
losses of the great fire ut Miller, Greiner 
& Co.’s and the Courier office on 
Tuesday. Perhaps the most thrilling escape 
of any was that of Pres Whittaker, step-son of 
Proprietor Stafford. He roomed in the fifth 
story, and when aroused stepped to the win- 
dow and looked down for afew seconds. 
Then he 

DELIBERATELY DRESSED HIMSELF 
and, emerging from the window, stood on the 
stone capping above the window beneath. 
From this capping he stepped to the next one, 
along the front of the building, and proceeded 
in this manner tothe Hayes truck-ladder at 
the other extremity of the front. The nerve 
and coolness displayed were remarkable. 

William H. Alport, night clerk, states that 
he was sitting in the office at 3:05 o’clock when 
he saw a reflection on the floor. Turning 
around he discovered 

A BLAZE IN THE CLOAK-ROOM, 
directly under the stairway on the main floor. 
The flames at once darted up the elevator 
shaft with tremendous force, and in an in- 
credibly short space of time the interior of 
the hotel was filled with smoke 
and flames. Then terrible scenes began. 
The second and third alarms brought the en- 
tire fire department to the scene, but it was 
impossible to save any portion of the struc- 
ture. The fire had reached the roof in less 
than five minutes from the time it was dis- 
covered. It soon reached and gutted St. 
James Hall, occupied as Bunnel’s Museum, 
and Tivoli Hall, adjoining and fronting on 
Washington street. The fire, which was 

UNDER CONTROL BY 5 O'CLOCK, 
was confined to the Richmond House and 
museum property, together with the saloon of 
James Creighton and the cigar storeof J. C. 
Palacio, on the Main street side. The Main 
street stores of the Richmond Hotel were oc- 
cupied by Ulbrich & Kingsley, booksellers and 
stationers; Peter Paul & Bros., in the same 
line of business, and Fuller & Townsend, pro- 
prietors of the Boston Clothing Store. The 
stocks in these stores were totally destroyed, 
entailing heavy losses. As usual, the firemen 
were hampered terribly by the mass of 

TELEGRAPH WIRES AND CABLES 
strung in front of the building on Main street. 
Some eye witnesses think the loss of life was 
largely due to the delay caused by the wires. 
Hugo V. Altschul, of New York, assisted a 
number of women from the burning building. 
He then made his own escape by leaping 
from one building to another until he 
reached the corner of Washington and 
North Division streets and thus gained the 
street.

THE INJURED. 

The following is a list of the injured: At 
Emergency Hospital—Edward Whelan of 256 
Liberty street, Newburg, burned about the 
hands and feet; William J. Mackay of Niagara 
Falls, feet, back and arms burned; Perry 
Davis of New York, hands and feet injured; 
Hi. B. Smith of Syracuse, face, hands and feet 
burned. 

At the Sisters’ Hospital, all being very seri- 
ously injured—Mary Nolan, badly burned 
about the body, may not recover; Maggie 
Maubrach, seriously burned about the body, 
face and hands; a man named Nichols, very 
geriously injured; Fannie Harvey, seriously 
burned. 

At the Fitch Hospital—Frederick K. Moore 
of Cleveland, 0., severely injured about the 
tace, hands and feet. 

William A. Haven of Helena, Mont., burned 
about the hands, feet and face, and suffering 
from shock. He is Chief Engineer of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. Edwin A. Finch 
of Scranton, Pa., suffers from serious burns 
about the face, bands and feet in a danger- 
ous condition. Henry B. Rumsey of New 
York suffers from burnsallover the body.

A FUTILE ATTEMPT. 

James McGuire, night engineer at the Post- 
office, got into the hotel soon after the fire 
broke out. He saved aman who was coming 
down stairs in his night clothes, and who 
was prostrated by the flames and smoke. 
After getting him out,-he returned and tried 
to rescue a young girl from a room on 
the third floor, but she was lost in the fire. 
Mr. McGuire said: ‘‘It was terrible to hear her 
cries. For some reason she could not open 
the door, and I was unable to break it in. 
Finally I was driven away by the fire and 
smoke and had to leave her to her fate. I 
could only tell from the voice, but I supposed 
she was a young girl, anywhere from 10 to 15 
years old. She was in a room on the third 
floor facing on Main street.’’ 

A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 

R. H. Humes occupied aroom on the third 
floor. He was awakened by the electric bells, 
and after arousing several people onthe same 
floor jumped through a window to the kitchen 
roof. There everything wasin flames. After 
bidding good-bye to several others on 
the samé roof, he made a rush for the Eagle 
street door, going through the kitchen sky- 
light and out through the flames and escaped. 
He left five persons on the kitchen roof, and 
thinks they must all have perished as they did 
not attempt to follow him through the flames. 

MR. STAFFORD’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Stafford, proprietor of the hotel, tells 
the following story: ‘‘Our room was inthe 
south end, and we dropped down to the roof 
of the frame building. My wife wanted to go 
through the hall, but I locked the door and 
putthe key into my pocket. ThenI jumped, 
and she sprang into my arms. We were 
awakened bythe electric bells, and if they 
had not been turned on promptly, there 
would. have been a terrible loss of life. The 
bells awakened everybody in the house. 
WhenlI got out of my room it was useless to 
try to escape through the hallway. I think 
the loss of life is less than some estimates I 
have heard. There are probably not more 
than six persons dead.’’ 

TWO BODIES RECOVERED. 

At the ,undefrtaking rooms of Brady & Dun- 
kird are the bodies of Wilson Purcell and an 
unknown woman. Purcell wasfor anumber 
of years areporter with R.G. Dun & Co., but 
lately was engaged inthe investment broker. 
age business. The body of a woman, horribly 
burned and clothed onlyin a wrapper, was 
taken from Wahle’s basement. Brains were 
oozing from a fracture in the skull. 

To the list of the dead must undoubtedly be 
added the name of Mark Osborne, day clerk. 

THE BURNED BUILDING. 

The burned building was erected in 1856 for 
hotel purposes, and was called the St. James 
Hotel. The hotel was not a financial success, 
and after a struggling existence it passed in 
1864 into the hands of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. After the association gave 
up its rooms in the old pbuilding in October 
last, the firm of Stafford & Co., composed of 
Robert Stafford, H. P. Whitaker and W. J. 
Mann, took a lease of the property for hotel 
purposes for a term of years.

E. Robinson of Lambert & Co., had a stock 

valued at $50,000 deposited in the safe. Mr.

THE LOSSES, 

The hotel building and St. James Hall were 
insured for $90,000, which covers the loss to 
the Library Association ; Stafford & Co.’s loss 
is $75,000, and their insurance $34,500, Fuller 
& Townsend, proprietors of the Boston 
clothing store, éstimate their loss at $50,000, 
covered by insurance. Peter Paul & Bros. 
lose $30,000; Insured. The loss of Ulbrech & 
Kingsley is $35,000, and is covered gy in- 
surance, The minor losses are estimated at 
$10, 000,. 

SAVING THE GUESTS. 

Chief Hornung of the Fire Department says: 
**The number of people rescued bythe fire- 
men ig about twenty to twenty-five. We did 
ail we could torescue them, We got two 
streams into the corridor of the hotel, and at 
that moment the flames were shooting up that 
big staircase and elevator, way beyond the 
reach of the hose. We tried to play both 
streams upward onthe fire, but there was so 
much screaming of guests and calls for help 
from the windows that we called off most of 
the men from the hose and let the building go 
for the while, giving allour attention to the 
ladders. 

‘DAMN THE BUILDING!’ 

I yelled, ‘save the people,’ and the boys helped 
man the ladders on the outside, putting up 
two on Main street side, and the short ones on 
Eagle street. There was need for them, too. 
It was a horrible sight to see the people jump- 
ing from eyery side. The cool-headed ones 
were rescued all right, but some wouid 
not wait.’’ Henry B. Rumsey was on the 
top story. He ran down one fight of 
stairs and started fora rear window. Seeing 
a littie girl in the hallway he returned, got 
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Bunnell’s Museum. The skin and the beard on 
his face were burned off, and he was severely 
burned about the body. 

HE WILL PROBABLY DIE. 

George Michaels, & commercial traveller, 
had athrilling escape. He tried to get out by 
climbing hand over hand along an electric 
cable on the roof of the museum. Three others 
goton the wire, and it broke down. Mr. 
Michaels fell thirty-five feet, but broke no 
bones. J. ©. Gilbert of New York isat the 
Tifft House,terribly burned ;his head and right 
arm are bound up, and a mask covers his face. 
W. 8S. Dewey of Rochester is badly scorched 
about the face. He ran head-first for the 
stair, but was driven back by the flames to the 
ladders. 

A BRAVE FIREMAN. 

F. W. Woods of Chicago made a rope of 
sheets and slid down in safety, escaping with 
afew blisters. A number of others who were 
injured are at various plaees and their names 
have not yet been learned. Among the brave 
deeds of the firemen was one de- 
serving of special mention, Dis- 
trict Engineer Edward Murphy was on & 
ladder rescuing some of the occupants of the 
hotel. At an upper-story window was oné of 
the female domestics. He shouted to her to 
remain where she was and he would come up 
and save her. The poor creature, frantic with 
terror, instead of obeying, leaped from the 
window and literally threw herself at 
Murphy. Thiz caused him to lose his 
balance on the ladder, but he hung on with 
one hand and caught the girl around the neck, 
holding her thus firmly until he could regain 
his equilibrium, when he slid down the ladder, 
bearing her safely to the ground. 

A BODY IDENTIFIED. 

No further bodies had been found at last 
accounts and no other persons were reported 
missing. Itis now hoped that the loss of life 
is not as great as at first supposed. The body 
of the woman recovered this morning was 
identified as that of Kate Wolf of Lockport. 

THE NEW RICHMOND. 

The report that from fifteen to forty lives 
were lostis entirely false. The number will 
not exceed that reported above. The new 
hotel, christened the ‘‘Richmond,’’ furnished 
and decorated with rare taste and elegance, 
was opened for business on February 20, less 
than a monthago. Whenthe tenants on the 
first floor moved out on May 1 the additional 
room gained would have been turned into an 
oftice and cafe, and the hotel, when settled, 
was expected tobe uncommonly attractive 
and popular. One of the most admired feat- 
ures of the Richmond was the ‘‘rotunda,’’ so 
called, a rectangular open court in the 
middle of the building, covered by a 
skylight. It was a pleasant place for the 
guests to gather. Galleries are in the rotunda 
on each floor and visitors said it reminded 
them of some of the finest of Southern hoteis, 
which had this feature. The main stairways 
and two elevators clustered around this court 
and whenthe fire came, it found here the 
quickest way of spreading. The large struc- 
ture adjoining the hotel on Eagle and Wash- 
ington streets, and known as St. James Hall, 
was occupied by HWynnell’s Museum. The 
building and conté&pts were totally de- 
stroyed. 

MISSING. 

Thé father of Mary Walsh, a servant girl at 
the Richmond, this afternoon reported to the 
Coroner that she was missing. Her cousin, 
who isinthe hospital, saw her endeavoring 
to jump, and that was the last seen of her. It 
is believed that her name must be added to the 
listof dead. Another servant girl was re- 

orted to be missing this afternoon. F. A.

USED EMPTY BOXES. 


A New Scheme to Rob a Wholesale Grocery 
House. 


A very slick schemefor stealing goods out 
of a wholesale house was unearthed and 
blockea this morning. Yesterday a man giv- 
ing the name of C. R. Harrison and claiming 
to be a business man of Cinnabar. Mont., 


called at the wholesale groceryof Wulfing, 
Dieckriede & Co., Nos, 7,9and1l1 North. Sec- 


ond street, and examined some _ goods. 
He, said he did not have any money 
just now, but would probably purchase 
the goods in a day or two. The 


man then asked permission to leave two boxes 
of merchandise which he had already purchas- 
ed at the store until he was ready toship them, 
as he wanted to ship all his purchases to- 
gether. This was of course granted him, 
and he had good-sized boxes ofthe style in 
which dry goods are generally packed removed 
tothe store. They were directed to C. R. Har- 
rison, Cinnabar, Mont., in the usual mercan- 
tile style. 

About: 6:30 this morning the porter at the 
store heard strange noises in the cellar, which 
he thought were caused by cats. On going 
down he found aman there with a dark-lan- 
tern, and becoming alarmed rushed back up- 
stairs and out into the street. There he met 
Police Officer Charles Gardner, who was pass- 
ing atthe time, and he informed the officer 


that there was a burgiarin the cellar. Gard- 
ner went down and found a man hidden 
among some barrels. He ordered the fel- 
low to come out, and as he would 
not, finally pulled him out. The 
man, who froved_ to be Harrison, 


the Montana merchant, was taken to the Four 
Courts, locked up, and a warrant for grand 
larceny taken ont against him. He said _ his 
rightname was Benson, but from a letter 
found on him his name is supposed to be 
George Freeman. He is about 40 years of age, 
and Claims to have a wife living in Montana. 
The man also stated that he had a 9-year-old 
son down at the St. James Hotel. An examina- 
tion of the boxes showed that they 
contained 5,750 cigars which he had 
stolen from the house and placed 
inthem. The boxes were only filled with 
boards when brought tothe store. It is the 
theory of the police that Harrison or Freeman 
did not leaye the store at ali last night, but 
concealed himselfinthe cellar. If he had not 
been detected the man could have made bis 
way out of the store easiiy when the day’s 
business had commenced, and returning for 
his boxes, could have placed them ina wagon 
and made off with his plunder. 

The boy Harrison claimed he had at the 
St. James Hotel was found there. Officer 
Gardiner also found « number of guns in his 
room and a card of Hilger Bros., the fire-arms 
dealers on Washington avenue, from whom 
they are supposed to have been stolen. The 
man later admitted his name is Freeman. 


STATE GRAIN INSPECTION, 


Chicago is Tired of It and Wants to Get 
Rid of It at Last. 


After seven years trial of State Grain In- 
spection, Chicago is now making strenous ef- 
forts to have itdone away with, and is asking 
St. Leuis to help her out. Mr. 8. W. Cobb 
has received a circular from the Grain Re- 
ceivers’ Association of Chicago, which states 


that their present system of grain inspection 
has proven a serious loas to both farmers and 
merchants, as it is unreliable and in- 
competent; that the interests of the producer 
and grain dealer requires the fixing of grades 
aud in that argely the fixing of 
values; that the inspection be re- 
moved from all political influences and from 
the hands of men whose appointments 
occur, not from any competency to 
discharge their important duties, but from 
political considerations. A petition was en- 
closed with this circular addressed tothe State 
Legisiature of Illinois, asking that body to 
relegate the inspection of grain at Chicago to 
the Board of Trade at that city.

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THE BALD KNOBBERS. 


A FALSE CRY OF ALARM IN THE NEIGH- 
BORHOOD OF OZARK. 


The Revelry of a Wedding “Charivari” 
Mistaken for the Movements of the 
Outlaws—The People Excited to a White 
Heat—New Arrests—The Prisoners, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

OzaRK, Mo., March 18.—The Bald Knob ex- 
citement here reached a climax last night 
about 10 o’clock. Worn out with anxiety and 
sleepless vigils, many of the citizens of Ozark 
had gone to bed early hoping that nothing 
startling would occur before morning to reag- 
itate their already overtaxed nerves and drive 
away tired nature’ssweet restorer. Suddenly 
an alarm was sounded and the sleeping inhab- 
itante and dozing reserve guards rushed out 
on the streets and heard what seemed to be a 
veritable battle east of town. Forty distinct 
shots were counted in less than a minute, and 
the fear that a Bald Knob rescue party en 
route for Ozark had attacked Sparta became 
the ruling craze. The direction of the firing 
did not exactly coincide with a bee-line to the 
neighboring village, but the occasion would 
not admit of very close calculation 
as to the angular bearings of the two 
points with respect to the Court-house, 
and many of our people were ready to believe 
that Spartans were in deadly combat with the 
rallying clans of the Bald Knobbers of Swan 
Creek, Douglas and Taney. 

THE COURT- HOUSE 
yard soon became a scene of warlike prepara- 
tion never witnessed here since the bloody 
days of the sixties when human life in the 
Ozark Mountains was at the mercy of 
the deadly bushwhacker. Fresh de- 
tails of guards were hurried to the eastern 
border of the town in the direction of Sparta 
and every available man, gun and pistol was 
called into service. The Sheriff, Z. A. John- 
son, took a reconoitering party and started 
east to examine the dangerous frontier. Most 
of the guards, be it said to their credit,showed 
the nerve of men who know how to face the 
worst possible crisis in defense of law and or- 
der. Sixteen-year-old boys stood in readiness 


to exchange shots with the masked and 
horned Knobbers who might at any moment } 
dash into town five hundred strong and yell- | 
ing to demolish the Court-house, unshackle 
the twenty five prisoners and take them away 
from the ciutches of the law by the lightof a 
general conflagration of the combustible part 
of the public square. Lawyers, doctors, mer- 
chants, justices of the peace, and in fact, the 
whole war footing of the town was soon under 
arms and waiting for the approaching conflict, 


But no Bald Knoebbers appeared. The 
prisoners were the coolest men in 
town. They had all laid down on their hard 


and comfortless beds before the alarm was 
raised, and this fact intensified the fears of 
some people, as they thouxht this was feigned 
composure, to throw the guards off their 
usual vigilance. It was supposed that the 
prisoners had received some kind of secret 
communication from their outside allies and 
were expecting the attack. 

The firing continued at short intervals, until 
fully a hundred shots were counted,when the 
explosions changed to the unmistakable 
sounds of Fourth of July anvils’ booms. Then 
itbegan to dawn on the excited inhabitants 
that an old-fashioned charivari was congratu- 
lating a newly-married couple. This soon 
became the assuring belief and the excited

returned totheir beds todream of masked 
bands of outlaws rallying to the rescue of 
captured Confederates. News came in this 
morning that the Spartans had not been over- 
whelmed and exterminated,like the defenders 
of the historic Pass of Thermopylae, and that 
the false alarm was intruth only a charivari 
near Linden, six miles northeast of Ozark. 

One Abe Martin, a widower of that vicinity, 
had made a scoopin the matrimonial market, 
bringiny his affianced thr ugh the Bald Knob 
guards Thursday evening, and in the presence 
of all the warlike array in the Court-house, 
procured from Recorder W. M. Wade the) 
necessary housekeeping credentials. The 
papers were properly executed about 
Pight and the neighbor bweys forgot the 
Bald Knobb scare, loaded their shot guns, 
equipped themselves with bells, tin buckets 
etc., and gave the wedded pair this noisy 
greeting. The people for miles around heard 
the shooting, and a sensation prevailed dur- 
ing the remainder of the night,from Ozurk east 
among the rural inhubitants. The wildest 
rumors came in this morning from the vicinity 
of Spaata concerning the affair, and 

TWENTY MEN WERE REPORTED 
killed by one runner who cameto bring the 
news. Alithis would, of course, be impossi- 
ble were the people here not wrought upto 
the most abnormal state of uneasiness. There 
is doubtless no foundation for this avpre- 
hensive feeling, forthe backbone ofthe Baid 
Knob organization in Christian County is cer- 
tainly broken, and the members ofthe order 
in Douglass and Taney must have seen by this 
time the utter folly of attempting to indorse 
the conduct of their masked brethren here. 
The people of this county are now 
resolved that Bald Knobtribunals shall give 
way to civil law, andthe misguided members 
of the organization not now confined in the 
Court-house under charge of murder are no 
doubt paralyzed by this late outraze and the 
present gloomy situation of their twenty-five 
confederates. All rumors of the Bald Knob- 
bers being in danger of mob violence from 
the hands of the citizens here are wholly 
groundless. There has never been any thought 
of such a resort tothe Knobbers’ own methods 
of punishment. The good citizens are all de- 
termined the prisoners shali have justice 
through the regular courts of law and, con- 
sidering the rovocation, no people have 
shown more forbearance and moderation, 
joined with an inflexible resolution to put 
down a remakable system of terrorizing crime. 
Five new Knobbers were broughtin on the 3 
o’clock train ‘from Chadwick yesterday 
evening; Andy Adams, Jesse Robert- 
son, Gilbert Applegate. J. O. Davis, 
R. L. Davisand James McGuire making the 
total number of arrests twenty-five. All the 
parties supposed to have been connected with 
the last Friday night’s massacre are now 
caught except young Bill Walker, son of Chief 
Dave Walker, who was wounded in the attack 


on the Edens and Greenes. He is still 
thought to be hidden somewhere in 
the woods neur Chadwick if not dead 


and secretly buried. Walker, Sr., the alleged 
chief of the outlaw band that did the blo..d 
work on last Friday night, has been very mech 
altered in his manner since he was shackled 
yesterday. He is dejected and sullen, though 
not so completely broken down as many of his 
subordinates. The five first arrested, Sam 
Preston and son, James Preston, Bill Roberts 
und Bud Ray, are still confined in the Sheriff’s 
office aud have not been allowed to see any of 
the thirteen risoners in the court 
room except Joe Hyde, who was last night put 
withthem. Hyde is the most pitiable object 
of despair conceivable. He is utterly broken 
down, and, some think, actually dying. Some 
of his fellow-prisoners think he can’t live 
many days. From the first he has seemed to 
sink under his load of guilt and fear, and to- 
day no doomed man standing on the gallows 
could look more hopeless and wretched. 

To see this miserable man is to forget his 
crime and feel only pity for his extreme misery 
for the rope of legal retribution would now 
find in him only the ghost of a victim. The 
Prestons, Robertand Ray, are improving in 
ote and are guite jolly tor men in their situ- 
ation. 

Itis now generally believed that these five 
are innocent of any direct connection with the 
massacre. The preliminary trial will begin 
to-morrow.

States Attorney Grinnell’s Strong Argument

CHICAGO, March 18.—The Daily News’ Ottawa 
(Ill.) special says: States Attorney Grinnell 
made his argument before the Supreme 
Court in the anarchist case to-day. 
He said at the start that it would 
be strange if, in a case of such 
great length, a few errors had not 
crept in, but the Court would find 
that no error had occurred sufficient to 
warrant the granting ofa new trial.

NEw YORK, March 18.—The palatial drawing- 
rooms of Mrs. Hicks-Lord, at Washington 
Place and Washington Square, were the scene 
of a burglars’ reunion on Monday evening 
last. Thatthe value of property the unbid- 
den guests carried away did not mount up 
into the tens of thousands was due only to 
the fact that they neglected to bring 


with themadray. The drawing-rooms are on 
the Washington Place side of the first floor 
and comprise the parlor-tea room and library. 
They are nagnificently furnished, hung with 
rare and valuable paintings, and contain on 
mantels, tables and shelves, rare por- 
celain, costly articles of ‘‘virtu§ and 
bigotry,’’ and enough portable bric-a-brac of 
the most valuable kind to make the fortune of 
acollector. On the table in the center of the 
tea room was a silver salver three feet by two, 
which contained a silver tea service of about 
thirty pieces. It was originally antique in 
pattern, but was made over by Tiffany three 
years ago, and added to its large value as 
solid metal, it had an artistic value 
éstimated at high figures. This the burglars 
removed in its entirety, and then ranged 
through the rooms, evidently at a loss what to 
select. A solid silver box, lined with gold, 
and containing a silver spyglass, was chosen, 
and also a solid gold box, containing a bird 
that appeared on touching a spring and sang 
German songs, the box having been bought in 
Germany at a cost of $500. Alot of other 
trinkets were taken, all of great value, in- 
trinsic as well as artistic. Eitner through fear 
or haste the burglars did notcrossthe hall- 
way intothe dining-room, where shelf after 
shelf of solid gold and silver, protected only 
by glass cases, would have been an easy prize.

ROUTING THE REGULARS. 


A MOVEMENT TO SECURE PROMINENT CITI- 
ZENS FOR THE COUNCIL. 


The Workers and Politicians Object to the 
Silk Stocking Conferences — Recorder 
Williams and the Central Committees— 
Attorney-General Boone’s Opinion on 
the Precinct Canvass—Revising the Reg- 
istration Lists—Political Notes. 


There is a prospect of a serious break in the 
Republican party. The trouble has been in- 
cited by parties who have had their aspirations 
dampened by the aristocratic or silk-stocking 
element. After Recorder Williams defined 
his policy the Republicans gained confi- 
dence at a wonderful rate. They believed 
that the whole ticket would be elected 
at the spring elections and places were ata 
premium. Ed Fox of the House of Delegates 
decided to run for the Council. Delegate 
Schoenbeck, who was thrown into the same 
ward with Delegate Gundlach, informed the 
latter that he would not oppose his nomina- 
tion for the House of Delegates in the 
new Sixth, as he would be a candi- 
date for the Council himself. Since then 
the respectable element of the Dem- 
ocratic party has held several conferences 
and decided to put up avery strong ticket. A 
great many of the Republicans have come to 
the ccnclusion that if the Democrats select 
their ticket from the names already published 
it would be dangerous to leave the nomina- 
tions in the hands of the professional poli- 
ticians. At the request of a number of Re- 
publicans, Chairman Delano signed an 
invitation to prominent Republicans to 
meet at the Lindell Hotel. The  pur- 
pose of the meeting was to attempt 


by personal effort to induce good citizens to 
allow their names togo before the conven 
tion. The effect of this was readily under- 
stood by the aspirants for places on the ticket. 
Schoenbeck, Alt, Fox, and men of their class 
would not stand lony against Nelson, Catlin, 
Stifel and others before aconvention. Fox 
has had foresight enough to withdraw. Schoen- 
beck is kicking and has the sympathy of the 
workers onthe representation that the meet- 
ing referred to is an aristocratic ‘‘combine.’’ 
Chairman Delano was asked about the meet- 
ing and said: ‘‘There was no fixing up ofa 
slate or anything of the kind. There is no 
use holding a convention unless we have 
names to go before it, and the objeet of the 
meeting was to enlist the gentlemen present in 
an effort to persuace good men to submit their 
names to the convention.’’ 

Notwithstanding the views of the ‘‘work- 
ers’’ the action of the respectable element in 
each party Will result in the presentation of 
tickets bearing the names of representative 
citizens to the voters on election day. 


Fair Play. 


Mr. Peter S. Sheehan, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for the House of Dele- 
gates in the Twenty-fifth Ward, sends the fol- 
lowing open challenge, addressed to his op- 
ponent, Hon. Matthew Ryan, for publication 
in the POST-DISPATCH: ‘‘Sir—I challenge you 
tou wir contest for the nomination of member

to-day, at Mr. Donovan’s office, more docu- 
mentary evidence was submitted. Mr. Dono- 
van, who represents Mr. Glover, claims 
that his client has gained J1l votes, making 
his majority 211. At the conclusion 
of the rebuttal testimony the case 
will be closed. The ballot-boxes 
have disclosed some unexpected facts. 
Itis wondered now why the First and Tenth 
Ward workers did not attempt to check the 
investigation. It has brought to light a great 
deal of fraud, implicating the parties who had 
volunteered their assistance to Mr. Frank, not 
for love of Frank, but for hatred of Glover. 
The testimony will probably result in indict- 
ments against several parties when the next 
Grand-jury meets in the United States 
Court. The sacred secrecy of the ballot has 
also been done away with to some 
extent inthe hearing and the developments 
have made several parties uneasy. Deputy 
Recorder J. B. 8. Lemoine, who was generally 
supposed to be a supporter of Glover, and 
who, it is claimed, gave that impression him- 
self, was found recorded in the box 
as voting for Frank.

THEY FEAR THE EFFECT OF THE MOULTON 
BILL IF PASSED, 


And Call Upon the Merchants to Help 
Prevent Its Passage—A Meeting On 


*Change and Adoption of RKesolutions 
Protesting Against Legislation — Mr. 
Talmage and Mr. Newman Fail to An- 
swer Some Pertinent Questions, 


A meeting of merchants interested in rail- 
road legislation called at the request of the 
’Frisco, Missouri Pacific and Wabash roads 
was held in the director’s room of the Mer- 
chant’s Exchange at 12:30 to-day. There were 
present President Frank Gaiennie, S. W. Cobb, 
George Bain, Alexander H. Smith, D. P. 
Grier, Louis Fusz, C. Ww. Barstow, 
Redmond Cleary, P. P. Connor, Richard 
Hospes, Alex. Euston, Henry Haarstick, Web 
M. Samuel, Wm. Nichols, Jno. Jackson, Jas. 
L. Huse, Wm. Orthwein, W. P. Howard, P., P. 
Connor, John Wahl, J. B. M. Keblor and 
others. To represent the railroads, there 
were A. A. Talmage, general manager of the 
Wabash; H. L. Newman, traffic manager of the 
Missouri Pacific, and 8. S. Morrill, general 
manager ofthe Frisco. 

Mr. Gaiennie, in calling the meeting to order, 
said that its action in no way bound the Ex- 
change to the sentiments of the gentlemen 
who might address it, 

Mr. Talmage said thé object in calling the 
meeting was to show that the passage of the 
Moulton bill would work ruination to the 
roads. It would reduce the rates about 50 per 
cent, or moretuanthe net earninys of the 


roads now were. The roads could not be 
operated underit. He believed it had passed 
the House hastily. , 

THE RATE REDUCTION. 

Mr. Newman said that the section of the bill 
naming the rates had been figured out. 
He thought the members had voted 
for the bill without knowledge of 
its practical effect. Asan illustration he said 
that the proposed rate inthe bill for a haul 
of fifty miles was 23 cents, against 33 cents, the 
rate now charged. 

For second-class freight it was 21 cents 
against26 cents, the present rate; for third- 
class freight 18 cents against 24°cents; fourth- 
class 1242 cents aga nst 21 cents; for fifth-class 
1049 cents against 20 cents, the present rate. For 
a haul of 110 miles the reduction was: On first- 
class freight from 56 cents to 28l¢ cents,second- 
class, 4lcents to 26% cents; third-class, 38 
cents to 234% cents; fourth-class, 31 cents to 
15.4 cents; fifth-class, 28 cents to 13.9 
cents. On a haul of 200 miles 
the reduction was on first-class from 78 cents, 
the present rate, to 33 cents; second-class, 62 
to 31 cents; third-class, 52 cents to 28 
cents; fourth-class, 41 cents to 19 
cents; fifth-class, 35 cents to 17% cents. 
Cn the commoditv tariff there was the same 
reduction averaging between 45 and 50 per 
cent. If the bill as published is correct it 
says the same rate per mile shall be 
charged regardless of distance, A 
reasunable rate he said for 100 
miles would be prohibitory for 200 miles. 
The law would make exceedingly low rates for 
short hauls and prohibitory rates 
for long hauls. The railroad 
men feared the bill would be voted 
for by the Senators withouta knowledge of 
its probable effect. The interests of railroads 
and merchants wereone. The law, if passed, 
would discourage the building of new roads. 

Gen. Grier asked if the bill would not pro- 
mote interstate commerce. 

Mr. Newman said the bill would 

CRIPPLE THE MISSOURI ROADS. 
Iie did not believe a railroad in the State made 
10 per cent,and yet this bill proposed to reduce 
rates 40 per cent. 

Mr. Gaiennie asked ifthe gentleman object- 
ed to the bill that passed the Senate. 
He said the Exchange was in a measure coim- 
mitted to railroad iegislation. 

Mr. Newman replied that anything would be 
better than the Moulton bill. 

Mr. Morrill said the Moulton bill would de- 
stroy the advantages Missouri would gain by 
the interstate law. 

MR. TALMAGE 

said railroading was a money-making busi- 
ness, like any other. This bill meant the 
wiping out of every railroad in the State if its 
provisions became alaw. It was ridiculous to 
talk of reducing rates 50 per cent. It was only 
necessary to look back upon the strike 
of 1877 to see what an important factor the 
railroad interest was. The railroads were ail 
trying to help this city. He failedto recalla 
single act of his detrimental to the city of St. 
Louis in his career as a railroad manager. 

Mr. Teasdale asked Mr. Talmage about the 
fictitious values created by watering stock. 
Mr. Talmage made no direct reply. 

Col. Howatd said he was one of the ‘‘frozen 
out.’’ He believedin making plowshares of 
some of the railroad iron and stove wood of 
the ties. He favored in giving rail- 
roads a fair show, but they needed reyulation. 
His pusiness was choked off by these pools and 
combinations. Mr. Haward was a late-comer 
and he said he did.not know what the question 
was, but he wanted to express his views. 

Mr. Bain said that he waa confident that if 
the Moulton bill was passed in a hurry it 
would be detrimental to the business of the city 
of St.Louis. It would drive businegs from the 
large cities of Missouri to cities without the 
State which were governed only by the inter- 
state commerce law. Mr. Bain 

PRESENTED A RESOLUTION , 
setting forth these views and protesting 
against the passage of the Moulton bill. 

Mr. Smith presented a substitute to the 
effect that the Senate bill was preferable to the 
Moulton bill and fairer to the roads conceding 
only the commission feature of the House 
bill. 

Gen. Grier offered a substitute to the effect 
that as the interstate commerce law had not 
been tried the Legislature be requested 
to suspend all action on the railroad 
question for the present to see what 
its effect would be on the commerce of Mis- 
souri. By consent this was made an original 
resolution, Mr: Bain withdrawing his resolu- 
tion for that purpose. Mr. Haarstick sec- 
onded Gen. Grier’s resolution. He made 
a brief address indorsing it. 

Col. Howard again rose to explain his 
‘*frozen-out’’ condition. He said, however, 
that it was best to go slow in handling this im- 

ortant question. He believed with Gen. 
Prier,that the interstate commerce law should 
be tried before any local action was taken. 
Col. Howard was applauded. 

THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED. 

Mr. Smith said he was opposed to the Moul- 
ton bill, but he did not think the Grier resolu- 
tion consistent. It would not do to oppose all 
lezisiation. He renewed hissubstitute. 

fir. Samuel said that the legislators at Jeffer- 
son City did not know what they were doing. 
He spoke at some length to show that the 
Moulton bill gave no discretionary powers to 
the Commissioners and was in that respect 
more rigorous than the interstate law, He 
favored the Grier resolution. 

Mr. Gatennie explained the action taken by 
the Exchange favoring legislation. He fa- 
wares legisiation, but opposed the Moulton 
Mr. Smith’s substitute was put and lost, 

Gen. Grier’s resolution was adopted by an 
almost unanimous vote. On motion of Mr. 
Samuel Gen. Grier was instructed to telegraph 
the resolution to the Missouri Legisiature, 
The meeting then adjourned.

An appeal for help issued by a 
committee of citizens states that more than 
one hundred persons are homeless and with- 
out food and clothing.

is the first city to take advantage 
of the new iaw. Under the act 
in effect prior to March3, certain large com- 
mercial centers were made reserve cities, 
and all banks in other portions of 
the country than these cities were cotm- 
pelled to oun So peepee of their lawful 
reserve on eposit with these banks, 
Another section constituted New York as 
a central reserve city at which the 
reserve banks in the other cities should keep 
half of their lawful deposits. When Uongress- 
man Warner asked that Kansas City be taken 
inasareserve this meant the lossof such a 
volume of businessto St. Louis aud a 
that a fight was made in Congress the 
upshot of which was that a bill passed 
making any city of and over 50,000 population 
reserve cities, and any over 200,000 central re- 
serve citiesiike New York. This is causing 
New York bankers to kiok.

INVITING THE PRESIDENT. 
The desire that the President should 


visit St. Louis during the approaching 
Grand Army reunion is not confined to the 


Grand Army Posts. Every dweller in the 
city, and every stranger within the gates 
joins in the desire, and would gladly join 
in the invitation. 

The committee in charge of the cele- 
bration will neglect a grand opportunity 
if they allow that general and deep desire 
to be represented by a formal and me- 
chanical note signed by three or four 
citizens. They must do better than that. 
Our suggestion is that they make 
themselves an agency by which 
the ‘universal wish of our Citizens 
may be conveyed to the Presi- 
dent by an invitation which shall 
contain the signature of every one who 
joins in the invitation; an invitation which 
shall be unique, exceptional, historical 
and monumental; an invitation which 
will make a gigantic volume, of leaves of 
vellum, magnificently bound, signed with 
the sign manuals of two hundred thou- 
sand subscribers,and worthy of being pre- 
served at the Capital of the nation for- 
ever. 

Let a uniform style of invitation be 
designed and engraved on parchment, 
using from five to ten thousand sheets 
as may be needed. Then when the Grand 
Army Posts invite the President let the 
invitation be signed not by one or two 
men, but by every commander, officer 
and comrade of every Post in the city. 

When the Mayor invites him as the head 
of the City Government let every official 
in the employ of the city append his sig- 
nature and official title. 

The Merchants’ Exchange invitation 
should be signed by the President and the 
Directors and by every one of the three 
thousand members and by every employe 
of the institution. 

Similar invitations should be gotten up 
from the Cotton Exchange and the Me- 
chanics’ Exchange and the Real Estate 
Exchange and every public and incor- 
porated body in the city. 

No respectable citizen should escape. 
The invitation should come from every 
order and society, and from every mem- 
ber; from the Free Masons, and the 
Odd Fellows, and the Knights of Pythias, 
and the Knights of Labor,and the Knights 
of St. Patrick and all other Knights; from 
the courts and the bar; from the news- 
papers, from the clubs, from the tem- 
perance societies and from the Brewers’ 
Association; from the railroad managers 
and the hotel-keepers, from the Hen- 
dricks Association and the Civil-Service 
Reform Association ; from the School Board 
and from the schools, public and private; 
from the religious bodies and from the 
House of Delegates; from French and Ger- 
man and Italian and Bohemian and Irish 
societies; in a word, from every organi- 
zation in the city. 

The invitation should be extended to 
the President and Mrs. CLEVELAND. 

That would be an invitation worth ac- 
cepting. 

It should be taken to Washington by a 
committee of not less than a hundred 
representative citizens with their wives 
and daughters, and presented personally 
to Mr. and Mrs. CLEVELAND.

Romp, March 18.—[Copyright, 1887.]—The 


Gibbons and Taschereau to the College of Car- 
dinals were heid here yesterday iu the hail of 
the Sala Regia in the presence of Pope Leo 
XIII., the members of the sacred College, 
representatives of foreign Powers and dis- 
tinguished visitors from all parts of the world. 
By the action of the Vatican the American 
Cardinals have been made members of the 
Pope’s Cabinet, and by virtue of their office 
they will hereafter be permitted to assistin the 
executive management of the entire church. 
To Cardinal Gibbons henceforth will be 
intrusted the welfare of the faithful of the 
United States, and to Cardinal Taschereau will 
be given the direction of the Canadian 
Catholics. These men, by the will of the 
Pope, are now in the line of succession to the 
chair of 8t. Peter, and one or the other may 
some day fill that chair, although such acon- 
summation is not altogether probable. In 
councils affecting the welfare of the Church 
they are to sit side by side with Simeonis, 
Hohenlohes, Pitras, Ledochowkis, Mannings 
and other great lights, and by their learning, 
eloquence and judgment will have many 
opportunities to make their names fa- 
mous in the future history of the 
Church. Consistories are of common 
occurrence in Rome, but the one of yesterday 
was especially interesting in view of the fact 
that two Americans were to be hatted, and no 
one here can be found who does not Icve the 
new Republic and all of its citizens. Compar- 
atively few personstried to obtain admission 
to the consistory, as it was generally under- 

stood that only members of the nobility, 

diplomates and representatives ofthe Powers, 
are permitted to enter the precincts of the 
Sala Regia during the sessions ofa grand 
conclave, but hundreds of the most prominent 
citizens, besides a number of the American 
residents, loitered in the neighborhood of the 
Vaticaninthe hope ofcatchinga glimpse of 
the dignitaries ofthe Church, who were ex- 

pected to pass hitherand thither in the bustle 
and excitement which always precede a great 
affair of State. Nor were they disappointed 
forthe venerable forms of manya cardinal 
were seen inall directions, both inand about 
the Vatican grounds, while bishops, patriarchs 

and heads of religious orders were as numer- 

ous as the guards who surrounded the build- 
ings. 

THE PAPAL PROCESSI ON. 

Cardinal Gibbons left the A merican College 
about 9 o’clock, accompanied by his chap- 

lain, and he arrived at the Vatican half hour 

later. By 10 o’clock all the cardinais had ar- 

rived and formed in line preparatory to enter- 
ing the Royal Hall. As the papal procession 
moved into the vast gallery-like apartment, 

the view that met the eye was one of rare 
magnificence. The rich robes of State that 
enveloped the venerable form of the Pope 
seemed to clothe him with divine grace and 
beauty. His dress consisted of a loose- 

fitting habit made of white brocade, 

girded at the waist by a wide sash 
made of the same material. On 
his head he wore his tiara, a cylindrical head- 

dress, pointed at the top and surroundea with 


three crowns, which he wears as asymbol of 
his sovereignty. The insignia of his office— 
the pedum restum, or straight crozier—he car- 
ried in his hands. The Pope and his attend- 
ants were last in the line, being preceded by the 
cardinals and their chaplains. The new car- 
dinals inarched in advance of the hatted cardi- 
nals in the following order: SBernardol, 
Longenieux, Flace, Taschereau and Gib- 
bons, The latter wore a handsome 
rope made of watered silk. He 
walked beside Cardinal Maselia, the distin- 
guished Jesuit, and Cardinal Meichers of the 
Church of St. Stefano, When all had entered 
the hall the scene was brilliant. Surrounded 
by the members of the Papal Court, the Pope 
SAT ON HIS MASSIVE THRONE 

at the far end of the Sala Regia, with his 
golden mitre on his bead. The cardinals, each 
one arrayed in his magna cappa, occupied 
long rows of benches, which were arranged on 

either side of the hall. Directly in front of 
them sat the chaplains, whose duty it was to 


shold the scarlet berrettas on their laps 


and to gather up i or carry the 
cardinals’ trains, as occasion required. At 
every moment the spectacie grew in interest 
and the eyes of the spectators turned hither 
and thither; now lingering on the magnificent 
frescoes On the walls, @hen wandering to the 
gracefully arched roof, failing now to the 
costly pavements and wandering again to the 
elaborate decorations on all sides. The di- 
versity of costume was greatest and wherever 
the eye wandered, it was sure to light upon 
something artistic and picturesque. There 
was seated on his throne the arbitrator 
ot the Catholic world, a gentile, venerable- 
se old man, with features denoting 
the full growth of mental vigor. Within his 
gaze were the cardinals, attired in brilliant 
robes and grave, allof them men of learning 
and of enthusiasm for their religion and de- 
voted to intellectual pursuits. As a contrast 
tothem was the bright steel armor of the 
uards, the officers’ suits being richly 
amascenedin gold. Prelates of every rank 
and robed in every variety of costume 
thronged the hall and conferred additional 
lustre upon the scene. 
THE CEREMONIES. 

The ceremonies began with what is called the 
‘*Obedience.’’ This isa peculiar act of hom- 
age due the Pope from the cardinals. It con- 
sisted in their going up publicly, one by one, 
inastately procession with cappa magna of 
royal ermine and outspread trailing scariet 
robe, to kiss the ring of the fisherman, 
after making a profound inclination to 
the Pontiff sitting on his throne. Car- 
dinal Gibbons approached the Pope 
incompany with Mgr. Brandi, the consistorial 
advocate, who is famous throughout Italy 
for his knowledge of ancient Roman law. 
Previous to this act the newly elect took the 
oath of allegiance in the Sistine Chapel as pre- 
scribed by the apostolic constitution. This

The Sully Syndicate and the Richmond Ter- 
minal Not In the Trade—Jay Gould Also 
Left Out—The Interstate Commerce Law 
—A Railroad Editor’s Views—Railroad

ATLANTA, Ga., March 18.—The Constitution

HOW IT WILL WORK, 


A Railroad Editor’s Views on the Interstate 
Commerce Law. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 18.—Mr. E. H. 
Talbot, editor and proprietor of the Railway 
Age, in an interview with a Republican re- 
porter, has the foliowing to say with regard 
to the interstate commerce law: ‘‘No one can 
foretell with any degree of certainty what will 
be the immediate effect of the inforcement of 
the interstate commerce law. That it will 
seriously disturb the commerce of the country, 


fora time at least, there can be no doubt. 
This .cannot be avoided, even if the com- 
wission shail be composed of able 
and practical men, which is not probable with 
so insignificant a pecuniary inducement as 
$7,500a year. The more? prominent railway 
managers and presidents of the coun- 
try receive from twice to six times 
this amount, and yet not one of 
them is in the possession of abilities of a 
higher grade than oughtto be possessed by 
every member ofthe commission provided for 
by this law. It is a great mistake for the 
Government to go intothe market expecting 
to secure brains, experience and faithful serv- 
ices at a less price than they command in 
business in professional circles. A bankrupt 
railway pays Judge Cooley three times as much 
as the President of the United States can offer 
him to accept one of these commissionerships. 
This places the Government at an unfortunate 
disadvantage.’’ . 

‘‘Do you apprehend that much time will be 
required to get the machinery of the new law 
to working?’’ 

‘‘I certainly do. Six months should have 
been allowed between the passage of the bill 
and the entorcement of its provisions. The 
commission will hardly be able even to choose 
& secretary and —. for preliminary 
work before there will be poured in upon it 
such a mass of tariffs, statements, sugges- 
tions, questions and po gee as will appail 
them, and all these wili require immediate 
action. 

‘‘I do not see how the business can be con- 
ducted except by the employment of several 
hundred clerks and the erection ofa new 
office-building by the Government. Not only 
will contusion and embarrassment prevail in 
the offices of the commission for several 
months, butI fearalike result will be expe- 
rienced by the railways.’’ 

**Will the railways pursue a liberal or radical 
policy in the construction of the law?’’ 

‘*‘] think the prevailing disposition is to con- 
strue it so as to work the least possible incon- 
venience to the public and so as to protect all 
legitimate interests and rights. But no risks 
of prosecution will be taken that can possibly 
be avoided. 
afairtrial. If itis good, factious opposition 
would not defeat it, andif it is bad, as itis 
certainly in many of its features, experience 
will establish the fact and bring about 
its repeal or amendment pb the next 
Congress. Inmy opinion the first interests 
that will suffer from it will be those which 
were first to demand itsenactment. So faras 
the railways are concerned, the most serious 
immediate results will be the expenses in- 
volved in providing new tariffs, blanks, etc., 
and in adapting the details of the business to 
the new order ofthings. The imperfections of 
the new law, and the; unfortunate results to 
follow its enactment, \will constitute another 
striking illustration of the danger of yielding 
to public clamor, when such clamoris without 
foundation.’’

THE PROSPECTS OF THE MOULTON SUB- 


STITUTE IN THE SENATE. 


A Futile Effort to Take Up the Measure This 


Morning—The senate Considering the 
General Appropriation Bill — Woods’ 
Local Option Bill Sent to the Governor— 
Bills Passed—Proceedings of the Missouri 
Legislature, ; 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaton. 

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., March 18.—The House 
yesterday-passed Mr. Moulton’s substitute for 
the Senate railroad bill. The bill provides for 
the appointment by the Governor of two addi 
tional Railroad Commissioners not of the dom 
inant political party to serve until March 1, 
1589, when the Governor shall appoint a com- 


missioner to serve for six years and in like 


manner one every two years thereufter. The 
Governor may suspend and may make tem- 
porary appointments to fill vacancies, perma- 
nent appointments being subject to the 
Senate’s approval. Persons Owning or inter- 
ested in railroads are to be ineligible. Unjust 
discrimination defined asin the Senate Dill 
is prohibited. Railroads are classed as (A) 
trunk lines, (&%) branches of trunk lines and 
Freight is classified and 
maximum rates fixed according to distance on 
100 pounds and car-loads. Maximum rates 
on grain and other special articles are also 
fixed. The Commissioners are authorized to 
make changes in classification. The Com- 
missioners are directed to prepare 
schedules and fix rates which are 
not to exceed the maximum rates 
in the bill, All rates are to in- 
clude terminal and carrying charges. Rates 


may be increased 20 per cent on branch lines. 
Pooling is forbidden. The other provisions 
are similarto those of the Senate bill. The 
bill passed by a vote of 78 to 47, divided as 
follows:

The recent publication of the memoirs 
of Cora Pearl and the dismal end of that 
once famous courtesan have directed q 
good deal of public attention to the faded 
or fading demi-mondaines of the Empire, 
I had occasion yesterday to refer to the 
jewels and other property of Mme.

The Oil Producers Secure Good Reductions 
From the Monopolists. 


NEW YORK, March 18.—The Tribune says: 


Oil men who met up-town last night were in 
a cheerful 
spread of the successful result of the confer- 
ence which had been going on for three days 
betwecn a committee of producers, 
senting nearly one-half of the total output of 
crude petroleum, and

by which the charges against the producer 
were reduced over one-third. Two sessions 
were held yesterday in the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. The morning session did not complete 
thework, and rumors of a probable disrup- 
tion reached Wall streetand helped to cause 
a sharp reaction in prices. But at the aftter- 
noon session an agreement was made by 
which the National Transit Company will re- 
duce its storage charges 372 per cent, and its 
charges for the shrinkage of oil 334 per 
cent. The old shrinkage charge was 8 cents 
per 1,000 barrels; it will hereafter be only 2 
cents. The present rate of storage is 40 cents 
per 1,000 barrels; it will be lowered on a grad- 
uated scale. When the market price is $1 per 
barrel or under, the new rate will be 25 cents 
per 1,000 barrels; when the pricé is over $1 
and under $1.50, the rate will be 30 cents, and 


the National 
handles and 


when the price is $1.50 or upward, it 
will be 40 cents. The graduated scale 
was adopted on the theory that if the 


market rises materiaily the increased profits 
ofthe producer shall be shared with the pipe 
lines through the increased rate for storage. 
Many minor regulations affecting the indus- 
tries were aiso agreed to, and they are in 
every case favorable to the producer. The 
National Transit Company will to-day issue an 
official notice of the reduction in storage 
charges. The conference agreed that the re- 
duction should go into effect not later than 
Mav 15. Well-informed oil men said last 
night that it was likely that the benefits of the 
agreement would be realized in littie more 
than thirty days.
